"Canavla's wo'I-bclng depends on 
the fostering of her manufacturing 
Industrie.":. Her great natural re- 
sources arc iisolcES until they arc d3- 
vcloped. Manufacturing in Canad.i has 
boon handicapped by a small popu- 
lation and a large area," the speak- 
er dcc'orcd, 

Living Conditions 

Mr. Jacquays pointed to the grcal 
bcttenncnt in living conditions during 
the last few years duo to manuf.-i';- 
turing and education of the people. 
Tho average citizen, using tho utill- 
Ucs and luxuries which did not- ex- 
ist fifty years ago has little nppro- 
ciatlon'.ot tho manufacturing indus- 
try which has made these possible. 
This. ls,Otie, the speaker thought, to 
the fact that Canada is only a genera- 
tion removed from agriculture, trad- 
ing and tropplng. 

"Xo country can become groat by 
farming alone or by mining or by 
manufacturing alone," said Hr. jau- 
quays. "Those which affect one in- 
dustry affect them ^ all,.. for In .the 
final analysis â country Is ".prÔipéïous 
only when there are jobs for all. 
Manufacturing is a material object. 
In the last few decades onc-m.in 
business has almost disappeared and 
now the bulk of the countrj's com- 
merce is managod by great corpora- 
tions with thousands of sharehold- 
ers." 

Mutual Trust 

"Any one can become a manu- 
facturer by investing in tlio Industry. 
This whole modern manufacturing 
progress has been built on a b.isis of 
mutual trust between shareholders 
management, consumers and th^ 
government," continued Mr. Jac- 
quays.

To the Intcllleent listener the 
Mount Allison «let)3ter.'» .ippcared to 
have their .'Jiihjeet better in hand, 
with .ippcehcs cnlciilaled to follow- in 
logical aequeiico. and with material 
evidently gathered by a process of 
earnest study. N'o great flaws could 
be found in their reasoning, but, as 
someone said, "we dldrt't go to hear 
a lecture." Tho Bpontanelty ot Ihe 
other sy."ilein of debating was lack- 
ing, tho speakers gave evidence at 
various times of having memorized 
their speeches, and the general free 
platform manner was not greatly In 
evidence. It is In Itself a debate as 
to -which is tho better manner of pre- 
senting Iho subject, which wMIl prove 
good to the dcbator.i, and whicn will 
be more appreciated by the audience. 
The Idea seema to bo growing, how- 
ever;, that the abilities of a team are 
better expressed by clear thlnklns on 
the platform, and conseanently we 
find that an Increasing value 1» being 
set on rebuttals. 

A weighty objection ot the speeclies 
prepared beforehand is that only too 
often the opposing teams are argulns 
in paralled directions^ and tha thrusts 
of the opposing team are not directly 
answered . until, possibly, in the re- 
buttal. To obviate many ot the ob- 
jections a .system was suggested 
■where-in the subject to be debated 
would be known by the teams a con- 
siderable time beforehand, but thé 
aide to ho defended by cither team i 
would not he selected until the day 
of the contest. 

Whether thé Oxford jiyslcm, where 
tho subject Is poi disclosed uiitll tn* 
speakers are on the platform, the 
mlàdle course aa suggested above, or 
tho methovt .at present in vogue here, 
l.n to be preferred, is problematical. 
All we would note Is that much fa- 
vorable to each could .be said.
